State Trade Enterprises are functioning already in a way
by which they cover all their expenses from their proper sources,

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FOR DISCUSSION (PART IT)e-i FEW SUGGESTIONS IN CONNEGTION WITH
TEE"?FEETMINKFTLEﬁKFT—ﬁ THE LAW ON ADMINISTRATIVE DISPUTES

The second question which merits attention in the preliminary -
draft of the Law on Administrative Disputes is whether the court,
in examining the legality of the contested administrative act, can
in addition to cancelling that act also rule that the person who -
has suffered damage be compensated for that damage~-namely the -
damage inflicted upon him by the passing or carrying-out of -the
illegal act? The preliminary draft does not say anything about
this or, to be more precise, it only says that the court may
annul the contested administrative act. This means that in
‘accordance with the preliminary draft the Supreme Courts can not
in solving cases of administrative disputes at the same time
decide on the damage caused by the illegal administrative act,
but in such cases it will have to direct the plaintiff to submit
a regular claim for refund of damage. It appears, however, that
such a solution of this question does not correspond to our re-
quirements. '

Under the Law on State Council and Administrative Courts of
the old Yugoslavia, the administrative courts, when deciding
administrative disputes, were unable to also decide upon the
*eompensation for damage. The same case exists in France.

Not going into the reasons why France and the old Yugo-
slavia were prompted to organise the administrative courts on
such basis, we can only say that similar organisations and juris-
dictions do not suit our requirements.

In the first place, it is incorrect to absolutely exclude
the jurisdiction of Supreme Courts over damage caused by the
carrying-out of illegal administrative acts. For a citizen who
has been materially harmed by the execution of the illegal ad~-
ministrative act, it is much more economical to demand at the
same time both the cancellation of the illegal act and the refund
of damage. . V

In this way, the citizen who has suffered damage will sooner
have the damage refunded and also this will have a positive affect
on the improvement of work- of the agencies of state administration
and on the strengthening of law in the work of the administrative
apparatus. This speedy action, particularly the collection of
damage fyom the official who had violated the law, will have a
very positive affect on the other officials and on the strengthen-
ing ofllaw in the work of the agencies of state administration in
general.,

Our postwar experience shows us that one of the most effective
means for the correcting of illegal acts of individual agents of
state administrotion has been that. of warning them that they them-
selzes will heve to compensate the damage caused by their illegal
work., : ' :

The third question which has not been solved in the prelimin-
ary draft is that of whether the conducting of an administrative
dlspgte will be free of charge or whether a charge will be made,
and in the latter instance, in what amount? The preliminary
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draft does not say anything about this, probébly for the reason
that this question should be settled by legislation on taxes.

: ~ An illegal administrative act is performed through the fault
of individual agents of state (officials) by violating the law, -
Consequently, the citizen whose right has been violated by.an .
illegal dct is the innocent party. The society and the state .
.are intecrested in this mistake being corrected, both for the
.reason of protecting the rights of the citizens and for improving
the work of state administration. Therefore, it would not be
correct to introduce for such disputes any larger taxes. Such
taxes should be of a symbolic character more than anything else.

Thus, certain tablets are now from 15 to 36 times dear-
er than before the war, and some teas of indigenous herbs 55 times
derarer. Refined alchohol,which consumers are paying 350 dinars a
litre when sold in form of strong drinks, is sold by chemist shops
at 2,100 dinars a litre when constituent of a medicine, The greatest
absurdity of all is the price of sugar which is sold by chemist shops
at 1,500 dinars a kilogram while its price varies on the market from
200 to 250 diners. :

The author of this article agrees with the state for raising
the price of, say, sulphathiasol, which costs the state about 1,
foreign exchange dinars to 360 ordinsry dinars, but he strongly objects
to the increase of price of camomile, which doés not cost more than
180 dinars, to 1,800 dinars, the more so because this same camomile
used to be sold for 30 dinars in pre-war times.

Finaly he said that the citizens are expecting the state to
reduce prices of a number of medicaments and arive in this way " at
the conformity of their prices with those of other industrial products".
Otherwise, as he said, the saying " as dear as in a chemist shop "
would be quite justified. '

'New economic measures have a far reaching importance for
the further soynomic.dévelpment of our country,They must be consi~
dered ih a comvlex of number of measuresvhich have been alret™ e -~
takeh and bhaee whidh will follow; in the perspective of the in-
dustrialisation of the country,development of under-developed pro- -
ductive forces and the gradual raising of the standard of living
of the working people,The present measures are only a continuation
of the alrexdyr taken measures. o

It is well known that formerly measures have been taken
by which producers have been freed of the compulsory purchase of
meat, milk, potatoes, beans, spirits and so forth in order to
enliven the turnover of agricultural »roducts, The compulsory
purchase of fats has also been abolished, In the commulsory
purchase only remain cereals and wool and that only till the .
market is not stabilised and uniform prices obtained. Taking into
aceount that agricultural producers should get a just reward for
their oroducts the prices of cereals in the comvulsory purchase
have been increased, This increace is not small: the price of
wheat has been increased by 70%, rye 69%, hops 70% and oats 71%.
Besides this the producer received a defined amount in industrial
coudons. When everything is taken into consideration the
producers get for cereals in the compulsory purchase a just
eeonomic price which is correctly related with the prices of agri-
eultural and othet products which are formed on the free makket,
This is proved best by the fact that the purchase price has been
“harmonised with the market price and with the prices on the free
markets. The compulsory buy-up of wheat therefore represents not
buirden to the producer but exclusively a guarantee to the state in
order to secure sufficient quantities of cereals for the feeding
of the town pooulation.

No doubt these measures have incited agricultural producers
for a greater production, This was in fact proved this year, The
value of the plan for compulsory purchase in 1951 amounts to
L,2% of the value of the Xnaome, In former years the compulsory e
purchase embraced between 70 to 80% of goods production,

Measures which have been undertaken during this year have
contributed to the abolishment of the administrative way of

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THE NUMBER OF UNEMPLOYED IN BELGRADE

For some time, namely s&ince the abolition of certain
institutions, enterprises and working poste, 1t 1s claimed in

Belgrade that there le a number of unemployed people,  What
"theilr number amounts to is stlll ungsr%ain, This questlon cannot be

solved untill ‘the Employment-Bureau receives necessary information
from varioue inetitutions and enterprises affected by recent re-
organization in administration, However, 1t still remains &
question whether their number is actually so high as claimed

to be. Therefore our correspondent interviewed one of the
officlals at the Administration of Labour Distributlion within

the Executive Committee of the District People's Committee of
Belgrade, - . : , e

Information received 1s as follows: It i€ a matter of
temporarily unemployed people only because, in faect, there 1s
an insufficilent number of both workers and employees avallable
in our country. As regards workers, there are almost no un-
employed ones in Belgrade, 4As a matter of fact, there are some
20 workere, regularly healthy and strong both men and women
who eannot find work because they wish to be hired only as
megsengers, or et a Job which does not -involve heavy work,
Otherwlee, over 2,000 workers are needed for work in Belgrade,.

- chiefly in factorles and various enterprises. Those are dlffi-

cult to be found now. »

It is also a question how many those temporarlily unemployed
workers there may be, Thie cannot be established for the time
being, Figures made public in the press so far cannot be taken
as ocurrently accurate,Lakour Administration recently recelved
a list of employees to be assigned other Jobs, The list was:

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- IRREGULARITIES IN WORK OF LOCAL PEOPLE'S COMMITTEES ON THE
TERRITOPY oF BELGEADE

It is quite correct that since the end of war local people's
‘chmmlttees, especlally-in the villages, primarily consider the.
problems affecting the village pnpulatinn because in the past
thelr mein object was to take care of the interests of Belgrade
itself, However, some errors emerged from this full freedom ~f
action and self~gnvernment Insufficient cnntrol 1s one of thnse
deficiencles enabling self-willed acts. At the village of Borea,
employees are being hired without any formal stotement of emplﬁy—r
ment. Furthermcreé, no record 1s being kept by the ncrsnnnel sectirn
go thet there 1is no evidence. In the village nf Ovcn wages cnuld
not be incressed accordlng to recent rcgulotions becnuse there were
no recrrds. The first tc feel the consequences »f this inaccuracy
were of course the employees. Teachers and employees failled to
draw thelr weges for March until the twentieth of the month, and
this wae not an isclated case becaude the siltuation 1n the villawe
of Zarkcvo 1leg exuctly the same,

Further deflclences consisted of rayments without authority.

This irregularity was established in the lecal people's committees
at BezaniJa, Krnjaca, Zarkovo, Borca and Ovca. Thig can.be esta~-
blisghed on the basis of repnrts by financial supervisors in’ the
Exccutive Ccmmittee of the People's Committee of Belgrade. &ll
peoplels committeecs excert for those at Rakovica and Zeleznlk ‘
expended their credlts without permisslon from local resource funds .
for the purchase of inventory and similar: 4s a result no entry can
be found for the sum 38,000 dinare in the records of the Pecple's
Commlttee of Bezani]ja. nccnr‘ine to the President's’ btqtement ~this -« -
sum was awarded %o workers @ prizes but there is no evidence of that.
Furthermnre, 1t wes estahllished that the same committee failled to
enter the eccllecticn of 15,000 diners as taxes. This whole case was

repﬁrted t- the rublic }rosecutor of the Third- Wﬂrﬂ in Belgrade.

These, irregule rities gometimes muy even amcunt to abuse rrovided
that errors are ncot amended’ 1n the Tuture hut only established.
